"The first task of any Inquiry would be to 
try and determine whence, how and why such huge sums 
flowed into the accounts of the Senator end hia assis- 
tant and alter ego. If the FBI had investigated and 
found no Impropriety, one would txpect the fact to 

bo announced. But there Is no Indication in any of 
the news atories that there has been any investiga- 
tion at all. On the contrary they give the distinct

In connection with this investigation it was 
ascertained that Senator McCarthy was involved in the 
issuance of certain campaign literature for Senator Butler. 

During this investigation it was determined that 
a tabloid entitled, "From the Record." vas released during 
the Butler campaign on behalf of Butler, which tabloid made 
it appear that Senator Tydings had presided over a Senate 
investigation in such a manner as to "whitewash" charges 
concerning disloyalty of State Department employees. The 
idea for the tabloid was conceived by Butler's supporters, 
including Senator McCarthy and employees of his office. The 
tabloid stated it was sponsored by "Young Democrats for Butler," 
which organization paid for the publication and distribution 
and was later reimbursed therefor by the Butler campaign 
treasurer. Senator McCarthy and his staff employees might

In a long statement ^n Parliament on November 27 and November 30, 
Social Credit member John ^Blackmore (Lethbridge, ^Alta. ) praised 
Senator McCarthy and his achievements in his struggle against the Com- 
munist conspiracy in the United Statesc His defense of McCarthy wa» 
in response to a tirade by Liberal Member Crell on November 23 denounc- 
ing the United States* requests for permission to question Gouzenko, 
vhich Croll characterized as an attempt to smear External Affairs - 

Minister Pearson and to export "McCarthyism" to Canada. Among the C 

many controversial statements in Mr. Blackmore's address, the follow- 
ing evoked the most interest: "McCarthy assailed the top-notchers of 
the CoTziur.ist organization, the big fellows, the people **- m aost 
people cultivated— Ache son, Tydinrs, Jessup, Lattimore, Stevenson and 
Benton? Considering that the great majority of MPs have little liking 
for Senator McCarthy- reaction to Mr. Blackmore's discourse was notably 
restrained..

The speech did not provoke a reply until Decefntfer 3rd, when' CCF

This brought Blackmore back into the verbal battle (in his earlier

"y*Carthyism" at intervals during the debate on tha Speech from tha 
Throne, none other replied directly to Kr c Blackmere -a allegation* » 

Although the Social Credit Party has not taken a stand on tha 
McCarthy question, it favors strong action against Communist 
influence in government e When Plackmore's initial spesch was 
carried over to a second sitting, he prefaced his remarks with tha 
atatement that he was speaking on his personal volition and nat la 
any way as epekesman for the Social Credit group t This was mani- 
festly an orders of his party leader* However* an Decembar lrt it 
was reported that the Reverend Ernest Han sell, Social Credit MP for 
Kaclaadp Alberta i had told the Saskatchewan Social Credit League 
thAt he had ..a great deal of respect for Senator McCarthy and his wars: 
and that Canadian Socialists were "selling their country down tha 
river* in attacking him ■ A few observers have drawn from these 
speeches a conclusion that the Social Credit creed is planning ta 
embrace "McCarthyism? However,- both Hansell and Blackaore ara 
considered extremists and their pronouncements are often far from 
th-s official views of the Social Credit Party t Blackmore, in par- 
ticularj is judged a crank and is never taken seriously by tha MPs 
cf other parties,, despite the fact that he was leader of the Socreds

Mr, "lackmore achieved so ie notoriety during the early days of 
the present cession in November when it was alleged that he was using 
his franking privilege to disseminate anti-Semitic literature. 
Actually, he had mailed out copies of the Ame rican Mercury magaiine 
containing an article on McCarthy and pamphlets advertising "Walla 
We Slept* 1 by John T t Flynn and "The Iron Curtain over America" by- 
John Beaty c Mr. Blackmore* s preoccupation with Communist influences 
in the United States has developed, according to his own statement, 
over th^ past few months since reading the Flynn book. Apparently 
the anti-Semitic charge arises from the fact that the Beaty book ie ; 
distributed in Canada by the reputedly anti-Semitic Canadian ! 
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Intelligence Service newsletter of Flesherton, Ontario, whosa 
editor, Ron Gostlck, was formerly national director of Social 

Credit. 

Althoujtfi the Government decided that Blackmore had not abusad 
the frcnklnr, privilege, the resurrection of the antl-Semitln 
charge may prove troublesome to the moderate Social Credit leaders, 
who were suj posed to have purged anti-Semitism from their ranks and 
who have just announced another campaign to popularize the party in 
Ontario, 

Blaclcrore was recently the guest on a radio program that la the 
Canadian equivalent of "Meet the tress". In this interview he gave 
the impression that his interest in the Communist conspiracy amounted 
almost to an obsession, H- renewed his charges against Dean Acheaon 
and Adlai Stevenson, even tho he was unable to identify the latter 
as the Democratic candidate in the 1952 election* Furthermore, he 
m?de th'. blanket accusation that the editors of every newspaper in 
the United States and Canada were subject to Communist influence. 
This statement was merely laughed at by the reporters interviewing 
hie, who by this point had come to feel that the subject could net 
be discussed with El&ckmore on a rational basis s

As a life -long Republican, I want to get a gripe oat of m^ system. The few 
timet I have met you at SAK meetings I bare felt that you were 1«t*1 headed 
and just minded. 

Tot a long time I hare thought that the Party ha* an albatross around its neck, 
in Senator McCarthy. He is not upright. His whole career has been dubious. 
What kind of public servant has he been and what is his record for accuracy? 

On 1936 he ran for district attorney in his State and was defeated as a 
Democrat, So he shifted his allegiance and got appointed to the Superior 
Court bench in Appleton, Wisconsin. On June Z, 1942 he applied for enlist- 
ment in the Marine Corps, he claims as a private, hut somehow he was 
given a commission as a first lieutenant. His claims that he was a tall gunner 
with combat missions, that he was wounded in action, or that he was even 
qualified for an aerial gunner's wings, was disputed by the Washington Evening 
Star of Nov. 14, 1951. He was relived of active Marine duty on Feb. 20, 1945 
Just ai the going in the Pacific got tough. 

Qn June 18, 1941 Marvin B. Rosenberry, Chief Justice of the Wisconsin 
Supreme Court said: "McCarthy had committed an abuse of judicial power, had 
been highly Improper In ordering the destruction of a portion of the record and 
. had in general, created a regrettable state of affaire*** 

In 1948, the State Board of Bar Examiners brought serious charges against 

I him and the Supreme Court came to the conclusion that he had violated the 
State Constitution and the laws of Wisconsin as also his oath as a Circuit 
Judge and an attorney at law. 

This is the same Senator who accused General Marshall of being involved In 
I a movement which was "the product of a great conspiracy on a scale so immense 
as to dwarf any previous such ventures in the history of man." (Chicago 
Tribune June 15, 1951) And in bis book, America's Retreat From Victory he 
said, "In all these attitudes, Eisenhower, who had been commander in chief in 
North Africa, was Marshall's firm supporter," 

He also is the same Senator who took the $10,000 Lustron check with the 
unethical implications, who has been forced by his State to pay income taxes 
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under pressure; the same man who tramped the nation telling how he was 
rooting out the skunks, apropos of which statement Time Oct. 22, 1951 
commented, "Just how many has he rooted out? The answer: Hone." 
One might go on for several more pages listing the acts of this demagog, 
hut I shall refer merely to the latest activity, his Galahadian crusade 
around the country to deliver at various places his "Twenty years of 
treason" speech. Time Magazine, in its current issue says that the 
Senator arrived at the Washington Airport in a Cadillac donated by his 
Texas friends. The plane he sett* use is a Plymouth Oil Co. DC3. Who Is 
really footing the hill for this purity campaign by this tarnished prophet? 
I feel that H. L. Hunt and Facts Forum are in it somewhere. 

I have watched the President on all his TT appearances and I have felt that 
he was honest, sincere in what he was saying and dedicated to what he 
considers the country's best interests; hut he does not have to consort with 
a man of this character and I want- to venture the prediction that unless he 
Is absolutely repudiated, the Republican Party will lose in 1956. I know at 
least one hundred people in this vicinity who feel as I do. Call It a slight 
trend, or a lunatic fringe manifestation if you will, hut to lots of us it la a 
tragedy that a man like our President, who is closer to Lincoln's mould 
than any president since his time, should be handicapped and perpetually 
larassed by this man's antics.
